Attorney Howell Insists That His 
Clients Are Not Guilty of Con­ 
tempt of Court. 


HAV'^ VIOLATED NO INJUNCTION 


Says Judtfé CoolIdi^è llA i Wo 


thorlty to Enjoin Publfo Corpor­ 
ations—‘Casa Undacfdad. 


W. Worth Bean and Henry Jlason 
bad their hearing in the circuit court 
this morning in the contempt proceed­ 
ings ordered against them by Judge 
Coolldge for the alleged violation of 
the terms of an Injunction granted by 
the court to the minority stockholders 
of the St. Joseph and Benton Harbor 
street railway company, )>euding a de­ 
cision in the proceedings involving the 
application for a receiver for the above 
company. The Injunction restrained 
Messrs. Bean and Mason from dispos­ 
ing^ of any of the property of the street 
railway company, and the stockholders 
who asked for the receiver, claim that 
in extending the line of the street rail- 
w'ay in St. Joseph the liability of the 
company has been increased in viola­ 
tion of the injunction which was ex­ 
pected to restrain Bean and Mason 
from molesting the property until the 
receivership case was decided. 


Lawyer Howell, representing the de­ 
fendants, argued that his clients did 
not understand that they were violat­ 
ing any order of the court. He said 
that they understood the injunction to 
mean that they could not destroy the 
books of the company or sell the prop­ 
erty and run away with the proceeds. 
He declared the court had not the 
power to grant an Injunction which 
had the range conceived by the com­ 
plainants’ counsel to belong to the in­ 
junction in question; that the court had 
not the power to enjoin a public cor­ 
poration from the enjoyment of Its 
franchise. 


Victor M. Gore, appearing for the 
complaining stockholders. Insisted that 
the defendants should have appeared 
In court and asked to have the order 
granting the injunction modified be­ 
fore proceeding with an extension of 
at least two miles to the line at a cost 
of 17,000 per mile. He was Inclined to 
believe that the defendants expected 
to be stopped by the court in their 
work in which case they could enjoy 
their lighting contract without execut­ 
ing their part of the agreement with 
the cit3’ 01 St. Joseph, their contract 
specifically stating that In the event of 
litigation which prevented them from 
building the proposed extension the 
lighting contract should remain in 
force. 


That the terms of the injunction had 
been violated Mr. Gore held there was 
no doubt. He was not particular as to 
having the violaters punished, but he 
insisted on knowing whether 
the 
court’s order had any validity; whether 
an injunction had been granted and if 
so whether the court in so doing ovev^ 
reached its jurisdiction. 


Judge Coolldge added that the court 
wasn’t being treated right; that the 
contempt proceedings should have 
been instituted before the work on the 
exten»>lon In progress had advanced so 
far. The court will .probably decide 
the case some time today. The ques­ 
tion left with him to determine Is 
whether he had the iK)wer to grant the 
injunction in Question. In case he de­ 
cides he had he will probably pass up­ 
on the question of whether such in­ 
junction has been violated.

A tally-ho with a party 
of twenty-one excursionists from the 
Orcene Avenue Baptist church, Brook­ 
lyn, which started out for a day s out­ 
ing through Long Island, was struck by 
a tralnon the Long Island railroad at the 
Merirtfek^ boulevÍM^ crossing, and these 
were instantly killed: George F. Fash- 
ley, Jr., William Gilchrist, Jr., Winslow 
Lewis, Lester W. Roberts, and Mlsa 
Dora Burtach—all of Brooklyn.

Some of the dead were frightfully 
mangled. The body of Lester W. Rob­ 
erta was ground to pieces. The body 
of Miss Buttsch was also badly mangled. 
Winslow Lewis had his neck broken, 
both legs broken, his head badly gashed, 
and he was severely cut about the body. 
The crash came almost without warn­ 
ing, and the occupants of the coach had 
no time to make any effort to escape. 
Before the most of them knew of the im- 
pehding danger the train was upon 
them, the coach was upset and the en­ 
gine pushing it along the rails, tlie 
dead and injured being cut and mangled 
beneath it.

The train that etnick the tally-ho waa 
bound east from Mineóla. It waa not 
running fault when the accident hap­ 
pened. and accounts differ as to whether 
tho whitle w*as Mown. It la also a mat­ 
ter of dispute whether the bell was 
being rung. It is claimed by some that 
it was. and that the merry party on 
the coach waa making ao much noise 
that the driver could not hear the bell. 
The double team of the tally-ho had 
crossed the track and had the front 
wheels of the coach upon the rails wiien 
the pilot to the engine was seen by the 
driver. He gave the horses a cut with 
the whip, but It was too late, and a 
moment later the crash came.

The heavy engine, driven forward by 
the momentum, raised the coach and 
its load of passengers from the ground 
and hurled it forward. As the engine 
came into sight the women ^of the party 
uttered screams which were ended by 
the crash, and then followed soreama of 
agony. 
When the engine struck the 
coach the occupants were In all posl- 
tloiw, as they had started to Jump to 
Ihelr feet upon realising-their danger. 
Some had gained their feet, while oth­ 
ers iiad made an effort to reach the side 
stepi. Otbem, too frightened to nu>ve, 
had clutched the seats or the side rail 
and waited for the crash.

Helena, Mont.. June l . ~ Reports of 
the killing of several men by the Chey­ 
enne Indiana at Lame Deer agency ara 
not verified. It is not believed tliat any 
one was killed except a sheep herder 
named Hoover, whose murder some ttme 
ago caused the excitement. Hettlers and 
coivlKiys determined to avenisc hfs 
death and give the Cheyennee an ob> 
Ject lesson lo deter them fron.‘ similar 
acts in the future. They sent all the 
women and children to places of safety, 
armed themselves and congregated near 
the agency and demandedi the surrender 
of the Indians accused of murderfng 
Hoover. The Indians armed themselves 
and made threatening demonstmtions 
against the whites, but no battle has 
been fought nor massacres begun so 
far as is known. 


8ix companies of United Btates troops 
are at the agency. The Indians declare 
that they do not want to fight with the 
soldiers, but are anxious to have a 
brush with the white settlers and cow­ 
boys. There Is a conflict of authority be> 
tween the Indian agent, Captain 3touch, 
and the sheriff of Custer county.. The 
sheriff's deputiel w^ere ordered off the 
reservation by the agent. They re 
turned to Miles City and got warrants 
for the arrest of the agent for interfer­ 
ing with the oiflcers and started back 
to arrest him. 


Lame Deer Is sixty miles froifi a tele­ 
graph office, and the result of the ex­ 
pedition Is not known. The trouble is 
due to the chai*ges of the settlera that 
the Indians kill and steal their cattle, 
and counter-charges of the Indians that 
the settlers continually intrude on the 
reeervatlon.

wiredi 
President McKinley protesting against 
the action of Captain Stouch and asking 
that he be directed not to interfere with 
civil officers. Stouch says he can and 
will arrest the murderers as soon as 
the excitement dies out.

The opinion tliat distinct toxinea re­ 
quire distinct antitoxincs would appear 
to require some modiiication. Dr. Oal- 
mette hassiiowu that anti snake venom­ 
ous serum protects jigainst scorpion poi­ 
son. Koux and Calmette have shown 
that rabbits vaccinated against rabies 
acquire remarkable jiowers of resisting 
the action of cobra venom. Again, ani­ 
mals vaccinated against tetanus and 
anthrax, respi'ctivcly, not only elaborate 
nntitetanic and antiunthrux serum, but 
such serums have also been found to be 
in sona» cases capable of counteracting 
the effects of cobra venom. Calmette 
has also shown that autidiphtheri*.. 
antitetanus, antianthrax and uirifchol- 
era si>nuns posx ss dccldeit^uuuuuizing 
powers witii regard to the vegetable 
toxine of abiiue. Dr. Mcnmio, working 
in the. Hygienic institute of the Uni­ 
versity of Home, has observtid that a 
distin *t, altliough slight, curative ac­ 
tion is produced by antidiplitlieria se­ 
rum in cases of tetanus. 


fciome extrenn'ly interesting investiga­ 
tions by Ur. Marriotti'Bianchi, dealing 
with tlie action of nonnal serums from 
various sources on difit'rent baett riul 
toxines, also tend to confirm the above 
observations. Bianchi has also been able 
to repro(hu‘c ail the phenomenaciainted 
by Pfeiffer to be six'cific in respect to 
the bc‘liavior of cholera vibrios in anti- 
cholera serum by placing thes:e vibrios 
in normal serum derived from dogs and 
cats respectively, it woold appear that 
nor only may various untitoxines modify 
one and the same toxinc, but normal se­ 
rums nuiy also produce in some cases 
protection agaiust toxines. This latter 
point lias been sp<*cially dwelt upou by 
Bianchì in his memoir.—Nature.

Says Judse Coolldge Has No Au­ 
thority to Enjoin Public Corpor­ 
ations—Case Undecided. 


W. Worth Bean and Henry Mason 
had their hearing In the circuit court 
this morning in the contempt proceed­ 
ings ordered against them by Judge 
Coolldge for the alleged violation of 
the terms of an Injunction granted by 
the court to the minority stockholders 
of the St. Joseph and Benton Harbor 
street railway company, pending a de­ 
cision in the proceedings involving the 
application for a receiver for the above 
company. The injunction restrained 
Messrs. Bean and Mason from disi>os- 
ing of any of the property^of the street 
railway company, and the stockholders 
wiio asked for the receiver, claim that 
in extending the line of the street rail­ 
way In St. Joseph the liability of the 
company has been increased in viola­ 
tion of the injunction which was ex­ 
pected to restrain Bean and Mason 
from molesting the property until the 
receivership case was decided. 


Lawyer Howell, representing the de­ 
fendants, argued that his clients did 
not understand that they were violat- 
ng any order of the court. He said 
that they understood the injunction to 
mean that they could not destroy the 
books of the company or sell the prop­ 
erty and run away with the proceeds. 
He declared the court had not the 
lower to grant an injunction which 
lad the range conceived by the com- 
Dlainants’ counsel to belong to the in­ 
unction in question; that the court had 
hot the pow'er to enjoin a public cor­ 
poration from the enjoyment of Its 
ranchise. 


Victor M. Gore, appearing for the 
complalnintr stockholders, insisted that 
the defendants should have appeared 
n court and asked to have the order 
granting the injunction modi tied lie- 
fore proceeding with an extension of 
at least tw’o miles to the line at a cost 
of $7,000 per mile. He was Inclined to 
believe that the defendants expected 
to be stopped by the court in their 
work in w’hlch case they could enjoy 
their lighting contract without execut­ 
ing their part i>f the agreement with 
the city of St. Joseph, their contract 
i{)ecldcally stating that In the event of

A tally-ho with a party 
of twenty*one excursionists from the 
Oroent Avenue Baptist church, Brook­ 
lyn, which started out for a day’s out­ 
ing through Long Island, was struck by 
a train on the Long Island railroad at the 
Merrick boulevard crossing, and these 
were instantly kilted: George F. Fash* 
ley, Jr., William Gilchrist, Jr., Winslow 
Lewis, Lester W. Roberts, and Mias 
Dora Burtsch—ail of Brooklyn. 


Lint of the Fifteen Injured.

Some of the dead were frightfully 
mangled. The body of Lester Vi. Rob­ 
erts was ground to pieces. 
The body 
of Miss Buttsch was also badly mangled. 
Winslow Lewis had his neck broken, 
both legs broken, his head badly gashed, 
and he was severely cut about the body. 
The crash came almost without warn­ 
ing, and the occupants of the coach had 
no time to make any effort to escape. 
Before the most of them knew of the im­ 
pending 
danger the train 
was upon 
them, the coach was upset and the en­ 
gine pushing it along the rails, the 
dead and injured beipg cut and mangled 
beneath it. 


RetponBlblllly Is la tem e Doubt. 


The train that itruck the tally-ho was 
bound east from Mineóla. 
It was not 
running fast when the accident hap­ 
pened. and accounts differ as to whether 
lha whitle was blown. It is also a m at­ 
ter of dispute whether the bell was 
being rung. It Is claimed by some that 
it was, and that the merry party on 
the coach was making so much noise 
that the driver could not hear the bell. 
The double team of the tally-ho had 
crossed the track and had the front 
wheels of the coach upon the rails w^en 
the pilot to the engine was seen by the 
driver. He gave the horses a cut with 
the whip, but it was too late, and a 
moment later the crash came. 


Scream» of Agony Followed. 


The heavy engine, driven forward by 
the momentum, raised the,coach and 
its load of passengers from the ground 
and hurled it forward. As the engine 
came into sight the women of the party 
uttered screams which were ended by 
the crash, and then followed screams of 
agony. 
When the engine struck the 
ooach the occupants were in all posi­ 
tions, as they had started to Jump to 
tlielr feet upon realising lihelr dailsfr. 
Some had gained their feet, while oth­ 
ers had made an effort to reach the side 
steps. Others, too frightened to move, 
had clutched the seats or the side rail 
and waited for the crash. 


THAT CHEYENNE INDIAN SCARE. 


1.11» a Groat Maay Other» of It« Klad, 


Mueh Cry and Llltl« Wool. 


Helena, Mont., June 1. — Reports of 
the killing of several men by the Chey­ 
enne Indians at Lame Deer agency are 
not verifled. It is not believed that any 
one was killed except a sheep herder 
named Hoo%'er, whose murder some tWne 
ago caused the excitement. Hettlers and 
cowlKiys 
determined 
to 
avenge 
his 
death» and give the Cheyennes an ob‘ 
ject lesson to deter them iron, similar 
acts in the future. They sent all the 
women and children to places of safety, 
armed themselves and congregated near 
the agency and demanded the surrender 
OÍ the Indians accused of murdering 
Hoover. The Indians armed themselves 
and made threatening demonstrations 
against the whites, but no battle has 
been fought nor massacres begun so 
far as is known. 


Six companies of United States troops 
are at the agency. The Indians declare 
that ^hey do not want to light with the 
soldiers, but a rt anxious to havt a 
brush with the white settlers and cow­ 
boys. There is a conflict of authority be­ 
tween the Indian agent, Captain Stouch, 
and the sheriff of Custer county. The 
sheriff's deputies were ordered oft the 
reservation by the agent. 
They re­ 
turned to Miles City and got warrants 
for the arrest of the agent for Interfer­ 
ing with the officers and started back 
to arrest him. 


Lame Deer Is sixty miles from a tele 
graph office, and the result of the ex 
pedition Is not known. 
The trouble is 
due to the charges of the settlers that 
the Indians kill and steal their cattle, 
and counter-charges of the Indians that 
the settlers continually intrude on the 
reservation. 
Governor 
Smith 
w'ired 
President McKinley protesting against 
the action of Captain Stouch and asking 
that he bt directed not to interfere with 
civil ofücers. Stouch says he »can and 
will arrest the murderers as- soon as 
the excitement dies out.

Nothing came of it, how­ 
ever, and as ^ve were in good ballast 
trim we came fiying along in rattling 
shape, and about 90 days after leaving 
the Ganges our mudhook went down in 
Astoria harbor. In due season tJie cus­ 
tom house boat came out, and when the 
officers clambered aboard Denny Curran, 
the boatman, slacked away on his lan­ 
yard and his boat came around undw 
the stem. A moment later we heard s 
yell, and Denny was ooming up the 
ladder hand over hand as though the 
devil was after him, and in his boat, 
making a united chorus of ‘meows,’ 
was oor old maltese oat and five half 
grown kittens. 


"When Denny recovered his breath, 
he stated that, as his boat swung 
around under the stern, the animals 
immédiately sprang off the top of the 
mdder, and the unusual sight nearly 
frightened him to death. We then went 
back and made an examination of the 
rudder and found that with her claws 
the abandoned cat had scratched a cav­ 
ity out of the top of tiie rudder, and 
While the 
lascar sailors had been 
mourning her death she was engaged 
in rearing a family.

The opinion that distijict toxincs re­ 
quire distinct antitoxines would appear 
to require Fome modiiication. Dr. Cal- 
mette has .«iliown that anti snake venom­ 
ous serum protects against scorpion poi­ 
son. Ronx and Calmette have shown 
thut rabbits vaccinated against rabies 
acquire remarkable powers of resisting 
the action of cobra venom. Again, ani­ 
mals vaccinated against tetanus and 
anthrax, respectively, not only elaborate 
antitetanic and autianthrax scrum, but 
such .‘«erums have also been found to be 
in sumo cases capable of counteracting 
the effects of cobra venom. Calmette 
has also shown that antidiphtheria, 
antitetaniis, smtiauthrax and autichol- 
erli scrums po.ssi'ss decided immunizing 
powers with regard to the vegetable 
toxine of abrine. Dr. Memmo, w’orking 
in the Hygienic institute of the Uni­ 
versity of Home, has observed that a 
distinct, although .slight, curative ac- 
tiou is produced by antidiphtheria ae* 
rtam in cases of tetanus. 


Some extremely interesting investiga- 
tion.s by Dr. Marriotti-Biauclii, dealing 
with the action of normal serums from 
various sources on diflcrent bacterial 
toxincs, ulso tend to confirm the above 
ob.^er' utions. Bianchi has aKso been able 
to rejn’oduee all the phenomena*claimed 
by Pl’eiil'er to bo specific in respect to 
the behavior of cholera vibrios in anti- 
cholera scrum by placing these vibrios 
in normal serum derived from dogs and 
cats respectively. It would appear that 
not only may various antitoxines modify 
one and the same toxine, but normal sc­ 
rums may also produce in some cases 
protection against toxines. This latter 
point has beeu specially dwelt upon by 
Bianchi in his memoir.—Nature.
